BOYNE CITY -- While most recent graduates 
are relaxing during the few summer months 
before heading off to college, Boyne City gradu- 
ate Hannah Hoth is keeping busy preparing 
herself to represent and play softball for the 
USA U19 softball team, or American Interna- 
tional Sports Team (AIST), in Italy. 

As most already know, the former Rambler 
enjoyed another outstanding season during her 
senior year, displaying the hard work that she 
put in during the offseason. Hoth finished her 
career with a banner season, hitting .600, with 
60 hits on the season, 31 of those for extra 
bases, including 12 home runs, a team-high 66 
RBI’s, while also scoring 51 runs. 

Her slugging percentage was 1.170, and she 
showed discipline at the plate, drawing 20 
walks. She was also a repeat first team All- 
State selection as well as All-Conference, All- 
District and All-Region. Hoth also was 
recognized for her classroom work too, receiv- 
ing Academic All-State honors. 

Last summer, Hannah received an email 
from Blue Chip Softball camp, co-director Brad 
Koch following a showcase in which she at- 
tended, that she had an opportunity to tryout 
for the U19 AIST team in Midland, Michigan. 
After that tryout, Hoth found out that she was 
in fact, one of the selections to join the team. 

Jennifer Hess, AIST Recruiter, said that AIST 
chooses all-star athletes, who have received 
recognition as All-Conference, All-Region and 
All-State selections, as well as coaches referral, 
previous statistics, or a tournament/showcase 
event and there are only a few AIST tryouts 
across the country. 

“Hannah’s skill level, athleticism, attitude, 
and game sense proved to be just the type of 
player we are looking to recruit,” Hess noted. 
“We look for athletes with a strong desire to 
play at the next level and hope to participate in 
collegiate athletics.” 

The AIST has been traveling with top ath- 
letes to international tournaments in more 
than 22 countries since 2002. “We take great 
pride in the quality of teams we put together to 
compete around the world,” Hess added. 

Hess also noted that the AIST has the reputa- 
tion for having some of the best travel teams in 
the world, but AIST also creates a memorable 
experience for all its athletes. These experi- 
ences include learning new cultures, building 
friendships, sightseeing, personal growth and 
most everything else that comes with exploring 
the world. Each of the three teams represent- 
ing the US U19, consist of only 12-13 players per 
roster. 

When asked about the process of the tryout, 
Hannah noted that it was typical of any other 
practice or camp that she had attended, from 
stretching and warming up, to hitting, running 
and fielding, just that this time, it was under 
the watchful eye of coaches and recruiters 
looking to piece together a highly competitive 
team to take on the rest of the world. 

Prior to the showcase and tryout, Hannah, a 
three sport, high school athlete, had taken 
some much deserved time off, just finishing her

third year on the Boyne City softball 
team, where the Ramblers advanced to 
regional play for the third straight 
season.
